extremity  ot  which  you  have  a  clear  and 
dhliiuH  difeernmeut  of  Knock  an  fair, 
the  hignell  hill  in  Colonfay,  and  the  hill 
;d>ove  the  inonaltn  v  of  Oraufay,  and  the 
ruinous  builolngs  of  the  church  and  ino- 
iKiftciy  immetlhi’tly  below  it,  which  ex¬ 
hibit  a  foleinn  and  foagnihccnt  appear¬ 
ance. 

There  is  a  fmall  illand,  fcarcely  half  a 
mile  loiDh-eallof  Oranfsy,  called  Goad- 
>ftaa!.  Oppofitc  to  this,  on  the  coaft  of 
OranfAV,  is  Leach-na-peay,  a  cyiiinicdi-

0118  harbour^  for  all  kinds  of  flnps  and 
boats.  About  a  quarter  of  a  mile  on  the 
I’outh  fide  of  the  church  there  is  a  inDunt 
or  tumulus,  on  which  is  fixed  a  crofs, 
which  dill  bears  the  name  of  Macduliic’a 
crols,  becaufe  the  corpfe  t)f  Inch  i>f  the 
family  of  W.itduffie  as  were  buried  in  the 
church,  V  ere  dcf'olitcd  lic'c  for  a  few  ini- 
mitcb  on  every  funeral  proctflion  bcfjrc 
they  were  conveyed  thither. 

The  church  is  grand  and  venerable. — 
Tlie  entry  Id  it  is  from  the  well.-*— It  it* 
fifty  nine  feet  in  length,  and  eighteen  iii 
breadth. — The  altar  IHII  icir.aius.  Nigh 
it  is  a  figure,  at  full  length,  cut  out  oa  <4 
Hone,  fcemiagly  of  an  abbefs;  but  what 
(lie  was,  is  iiot  kaown.  Uefides  llna 
Aonc,  there  is  a  variety  of  others  ;  Some 
of  them  have  appcrtidacd  to  clergymen^ 
as  appears  from  their  habits,  but  far  more 
of  them  to  tlie  champions  and  heroes  of 
the  neighbouring  iilands;  for  the  two- 
handed  fwords  fufiicieiUly  afeertain  and 
demonfirate  their  charat^ers.  N<’gU  the 
altar  there  are  two  tide  ilks.  In  that 
cm  the  iioithj  *tlic  family  of  M.^cnei( 
of  Colonfay  ufed  to  bury,  till  of  lair. 
But  in  that  on  the  I'outh,  as  Mr  Pennant 
takes  notice,  bciieatli  an  arch,  lies  an  ab¬ 
bot  of  the  firuime  of  wkli 
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two  hif>  fingfrs  fitted  in  thf  attitude  of 
In  nedi^tion.  In  the  fame  place  is  a  Itonc 
ik  IiIv  adorned  with  foliage,  and,  amidil 
this  tnliape,  \Nc  fee  prettily  cut  <»nt,  a  Mag 
I'j- loiH.iled  with  dops,  ainl  a  fliij)  in  full 
f.fil  ;  around  the  Itone  is  the  following  in-

l-id,  he  was  a  peat  tyrant  and  (»pnref- 
I'or,  and  on  that  nccouiit  was  put  to 
c'e.ith  by  Older  of  the  Ia.mhI  of  the  iiles. 
Tsear  tins  tmnb,  conlirurs  the  Unu*  an* 
and  every  traYclicr  leei  it,  is«  a  long 
pole  ;d::v-ril  llicie  in  memtiry  of  the  cn- 
lik’n  <tati  «d'  the  fanny,  winch  lirid  been 
prrfervcd  n.ij acniordly  fi>r  two  hi.ndred 
yesifc.  t'»n  it,  t  •port  fiys,  depended  the 
fate  (tft lie  M.  cdi.th  .n  race,  and  proba¬ 
bly  the  iMien  ai  I'cnrncJ  with  Muicoar- 
<’,u.i  iidt  i.dvv  iirmctl 

(>nthr  n  tlh  of  ilse  ciiu'ch  was  the 
cl«>itler,  uKich  contains  a  Up.;  a-c  Ip  ice 
upwards  ot  forty  fqnare  feet.  On  the 
irle  it  is  bounded  by  the  north  wall 
of  the  cl'uvch,  and  f»n  each  of  the  otlirr 
fides  by  a  (tone  wall  uf  aSioul  two  Morits 
bieh.  Within  it  is  a  lelfer  fquare,  which 
ha>  walls  only  one  ftory  high,  fuppoiUd 
on  tliree  fulci  by  fcveral  finail  pillars. 
Ota  two  of  them  there  are  inferiplions, 
but  moft  of  the  h  iters  are  imperfect,  and 
have  been  fo  for  many  years,  and  therc- 
foT  e  cannot  be  i  ead. 

Innnediatcly  beyond  this,  to  tlie  north 
and  cart,  the  at^bot  had  a  flatdy  lodging, 
fhr  monks  liad  their  ditiVrent  ap.u  ti;u*i:T«, 
and  A  chapel  for  their  devotion,  w  hich  is 
no  dcipicable  td iticc.  Its  altar  yet  re¬ 
main  i. 

To  the  north  of  thefe  buildings  were 
the  gardens,  wliii  h.  appear  to  have  been 
rvceedingly  rich  by  what  they  ftill  pro¬ 
duce. 

'I'liere  have  been  two  croPies  .at  the  eaft 
end  t)f  the  church.  One  ot  them,  as  tra- 
ditiou  will  f.avc  it,  was  tranllatcJ  To

it  is  rrpMted  liiat  St  C'dcmba  bc,;an 
to  build  berr;  but  wdun  he  au'r  nded  liie 
hi  1  tt'  tlie  poMli-cali,  aiul  diberiu  d  Ire¬ 
land,  u*  ttti'iitcd.  VTho  4ar- 


vied  on,  or  accompliflicd  the  work,  is  m- 
certain  :  Several  authors  aflirm,  that  it 
wd9  dedicated  to  St  Coluiidoa.  But 
whatever  be  in  this,  it  certainly  had  its 
name  from  his  fnend  and  companion  St 
Or^n.  The  monallery,  before  the  re- 
fcrinatioii,  belonged  to  the  abbey  of 
Holyrood-houle,  and  was  iuli.ibited  by 
the  canons  repular  ot  St  Auguftinc. 
[Spottifwood’s  Religious  Moiifcs.]] 

From  this  place,  but  cfpccially  from  • 
the  hill  above,  is  a  moft  elevated  and  tx- 
unhve  view.  The  uioukr.  could  nut  but 
be  well  pleafe<l  widi  their  fituation,  and 
by  thir  means  b.  timltcr  aniiuated  in  their 
exerciles  t*f  dev<>tion  a  d  contemplation. 

Contiguous  to  the  church  and  monaf- 
tcry,  Mr  Macnicl  h.at.  luiilt  a  neat  regular 
b.oule,  w'ilh  convei*ient  oftices.  lie  pof- 
lefi'c.s  llie  whole  ill  irul,  which  is  tw'o  milci 
lone,  and  a  mile  and  an  ijalf  broad,  and 
from  thcncc  has  the  title  of  Oranfay. 
Hc» e  the  grafs  is  good,  abounding  with 
natural  clever,  'i'he  foil  is  dry  and 
fandy,  yet  it  produces  excellent  oats  and 
barley. 

Okansay  is  feparated  from  Colonfay 
by  a  narrow  found,  which  any  one,  at 
low  water,  can  pafs  on  f  i.t,  without  be¬ 
ing  in  tl’.c  leaft  incommoded.  From  this 
to  Kllchf.t  in  you  have  a  rugged  road,  and 
tai  ir(;m  lieing  patent;  but  Itill  you  arc 
cnleiiaiiiecl  with  a  variety  of  profpe^s,— 
green  (nlli,  craggy  rocks,  plains  abound-  j. 
iiig  \' iti'.g«'0.!  gr.iin,  the  mountains  of  Jura  ^ 
and  i!la,  and  the  v\ cMei  n coaft  of  C<ilorifay, 
and  have  a  view  evtn  of  the  illand  of 
Icolu.kih,  ami  llie  grealer  p.irt  of  Mull. 
Ai  Ivl'.hatan  is  a  burying-pUce,  and  the 
rcrnainb  (»1  a  ohapcl  or  (hurch.  Kij.li  it, 
on  the  louih,  are  tw’o  obtlifks  at  foinc 
diM.uice  Irom  one  another.  Here  the 
ch^in  ol  lakes,  called  Loih-faad^  begin, 
and  reach  a) moft  to  Kil-ornn,  in  which 
thcrejs  Hnc  hfuing,  and  in  w'lueh,  fomc- 
times,  tri'uts  have  been  taken  twenty 
inches  long.  It  is  bounded  on  the  foiith 
by  I'.iliv  aiul  birren  ground  ;  bnt  <  n  the 
otlif  r  tide,  the  fields  are  gom’,  well  cul¬ 
tivated,  and  feveral  of  ihcui  CGinpleally 
an  I  pro;  erly  inch'fed. 

.\t  Kii-virnn,  M’'  Macnri],  folc  proprie¬ 
tor  I'otli  ol  Colonihy  and  (bMiil^y,  has  a’ 
huge  aiul  vlrgant  home.  ji  fronts  to  the 
inn  til,  and  I  tyonci  a  large  iiul  fpacious 
gu*  n  <inectly  oppohte  to  the  main  g^ate, 
is  a  mock-gate,  erected  of  the  two  jaw-‘ 
bones  of  a  whale,  which  Ionic  years  ago 
wj.  tiuon  ii  info  the  iflind.  Adjoining 
Ij  the  houie,  on  the  othci  lidc,  is  tfc€ 
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fardffl,  clcfccndii’g gradually  on  a  Hoping 
b.ink  to  a  pretty  rivulet,  which  is  convey¬ 
ed  through  it  near  the  roiithcrn  extremi¬ 
ty.  Here  are  agreeable  walks,  a  variety 
of  fiowers,  and  plenty  o*  all  kinds  of 
roots,  and  of  diiTeicnt  forts  of  fruit. 
Every  thing  is  kept  in  the  bell  or- 
<icr.  The  aecs  ari)und,  which  arc  all  in 
a  very  promifiMg  way,  and  fome  of  them 
mighty  (lately,  .iHord  it  fuflioicnt  ihclter, 
lerve  much  to  adorn  it,  and  add  great’y 
to  the  natural  beauty  of  the  place.  On 
the  call  fule  of  the  garden  there  was  for¬ 
merly  a  burying  ground  and  a  chapel,  a 
part  of  which  Hill  remains.  It  certaitily 
owe*  its  origin  to  St  Oran,  and  probably 
was  dedicated  to  him,  as  the  name  Xil- 
oran  imports. 

The  rivulet  which  runs  by  Kil-oran 
takeh  its  rife  from  Loch-faad,  and  after  a 
courfc  of  abofit  a  mile,  ilTues  into  lire  bay 
of  Hal-e-vadou.  In  the  north-eall  wingof 
which,  on  the  tide  of  an  hill,  is  a  famous 
well  that  goes  under  the  name  of  Tobar^ 
rhcillum-chiUe jihdiX.  is  the  well  of  Coliimb- 
kill.  It  is  two  fret  deep.  It  is  built 
with  great  care  and  exaCtuefs  all  around, 
awd  clofely  covered  above.  It  is  dill  fre¬ 
quented  by  lick  people,  or  their  friends  ; 
and  generally  lomcthing  or  other,  by  way 
of  acknowledgment,  is  left  on  the  occa- 
fion.  Oppolite  to  this,  on  the  otlnn  (idc 
,of  the  bay,  there  is  a  mod  llupMidons 
cave,  reaching  fixty  yards  in  lengih,  and 
c  >r)rdiing  of  various  divifions  and  apart¬ 
ments  ;  one  of  them  at  leaf!  is  forty  feet 
fi|uarc.  At  one  end  of  it  is  a  well  in 
form  of  a  crefeent  or  half- moon.  The 
r«)ck  round  the  well,  and  out  of  which  it 
rifes,  has  the  reicmblancc  of  blue  marble. 
Various  figures,  like  icicles,  hang  down 
fiom  the  roof  of  this  apartment.  They 
are  tranfparent,  but  fire  has  no  inancnce 
on  tluMn.  Put  them  into  the  hotted  fnr- 
r.ace  imaginab’e,  they  continue  juft  as 
they  were.  This  cave  will,  perhaps, 
contain  a  thoufand,  and  a  few  loen  may 
defend  it,  in  oppofition  to  the  moft  nu¬ 
merous  army. 

On  the  molt  northern  part  of  Colonfay 
is  the  village  and  bay  of  Bal-na-hard. 
Mul-way  betwixt  them  there  are  the 
ruins  of  a  eliapcl,  in  which  the  altar  Hill 
remains.  'Ehc  top  of  it  is  covcied  with 
a  done  r>f  rough  blue  marble.  The  done 
is  entire.  Aronu  t  this  chapel  has  been  a 
burying-plact,  where  the  traces  of  feveral 
buildings  leruain.  A  few  yards  eaft 
from  the  chapel  dands  a  crofs  about  five 
Xct  high,  lu  pedcdal  is  at  lead  ot  tha 


height  of  feven  feet,  and,  like  other  pc- 
dcflals,  is  larger  at  the  bottom,  and  gri- 
dually  declines  towards  the  fv»ot  of  the 
orofs.  About  three  yards  from  the  crofs 
is  a  renr  irkable  well,  which,  like  th  it  on 
the  north-call  wing  of  the  bay  of  Ud-e- 
vadou,  has  the  appellation  of  Tobmr- 
challuyyi'chUh,  Roman  Catholic'*,  wlicn 
accidentally  here,  make  a  procHfion 
round  the  cn»fs  three  times  fun- ways,  and 
then  diiuk  vif  the  w’at»  r.  During  the 
pruccirion  and  tli  inking  of  ihe  water,  they 
pronounce  certain  winds.  No  doubt,  as 
was  noticed  with  rcfj)ein:  to  the  well  for¬ 
merly  mentioned,  they  leave  fornclfiiitg  as 
a  token  and  evidence  of  tiieir  devotion. 

The  point  of  Maol-chulib,  which  is 
Otu.ited  about  a  mile  from  the  village  of 
Babna-hard,  is  remarkably  cniious,  and 
cannot  but  engage  the  notice  of  a  liavcl- 
Icr  of  any  tafte. 

On  the  north  fide  of  the  village  of  Sca- 
linfaig,  or  ScalilVay,  arc  ftvcral  dunes di  u- 
idically  ercdetl. 

On  .ill  hill  immediately  north-wed 
from  this  is  a  Oaniih  foit,  called  Doun^ 
evafh  that  is,  the  Hill  of  Joy. 

Two  miles  fouth  from  the  village  juft 
now  named  is  the  burying-place  of  B.»l- 
a-remin  more,  where  undoubtedly  there 
has  been  a  chapel.  Here  is  a  crofs 
eight  leet  h'gh. 

About  a  mile  north- weft  from  th?6,  in 
a  dark  and  gloomy  valley,  o*  the  line  of 
the  road  betwixt  Kil-oran  and  Oranfay, 
there  has  In'en  a  bnrying-place,  which  hat 
the  app^'llation  of  Gun  or  Glen-iemple* 
Ic  has  been  inclofc<l,  and  a  part  of  llic 
inclofnrc  is  (till  ftanding.  Within  it,  the 
walls  of  a  chapel,  with  the  altar,  remain, 
and  we  fee  the  rnhbifh  of  a  great  many 
other  buildings.  Here  arc  two  crolbefa. 
One  broken,  at  the  weft  end  of  tlie  cha¬ 
pel,  upon  a  pedefial  of  the  height  of  lix 
feet;  and  another  quite  entire  at  the 
fouth-eaft  corner  of  the  fame  chaprl, 
which  is  at  leaft  fix  feet  high.  It  is  laid 
this  chapel  was  built  by  St  CoUnnba. 
About  a  gun-ihot  from  this,  in  the  way 
to  Haba-remin-morr,  upon  a  high  lock, 
are  the  ruins  of  a  fort,  Taid  to  be  Daniilt, 
called  Doun-choiU, 

T!ic  two  principal  harbours  in  Colon - 
fay  are  Port-oliin  and  Port-na*fen»an(, 
hard  by  the  village  of  Sjalinfaig,  or  Sca- 
liflay;  the  former  is  quite  natural,  but  the 
other  has  a  key  or  wharf.  In  both  of 
them  ibipsare  perfeiftly  lafe. 

Coloniay  is  twelve  miles  long  from 
north  to  fouth,  and  four  or  five  broad*

being  oMiged  to  ftrike  her  colour*.,  wat 
boai  Jed  a  iii  taken  by  an  officer  and  a 
det.'.chmciU  of  that  corps.  Brigadier 
General  CleveUnd  ifurnedintcly  pudited 
of  the  effed  of  fch^  battalion  guns,  by  di- 
reding  the  whole  fire  ot  the  batteries  tm 
tlie  other  velfclb,  vvhieh  wer»;  compelled 
to  retire,  with  the  lufs  ot  a  fehooner^ 
which  was  driven  afhoie. 

The  American?  had,  at  a  vaft  cxpence, 
and  with  wonderful  labour  and  indiiltry, 
condruittcd  gre.at  and  numerous  work?», 
to  render  the  palfayc  of  the  Delaware  up 
to  Phil.idelpliia  impradic.ible.  In  the 
profecutioii  of  this  dclign,  they  had  erec¬ 
ted  works  and  b.itteries  upon  a  flat,  low, 
niarfhy  illand,  or  rather  a  bank  of  mud 
and  land,  which  had  been  accumulated 
in  the  Dtlaware  near  thejundion  cf  the 
Schuylkill,  and  which,  from  its  naturcy 
VMS  cal’td  ?Jiid,  but  from  thefe  defences 
rort-Iflaml.  On  the  oppofltc  Oiore  of 
"New  JciTey,  at  a  place  callctl  Kcd-Bank, 
thv^y  had  alfo  conIb  uded  a  fori  or  ic- 
(loubi,  well  eovrred  with  lie.wy  artillery.  , 
Iii  tlu  deep  navigable  channel,  between,  . 
or  under  Li  e  lOVcr  *1  ihri'e  batteries, 
iliey  had  iui.k  lever, il  ranges  of  frames  or 
tn.’c'iine''.,  to  which,  hum  a  refenddance 
in  liic  eonlti  iidioh,  lltry  had  givti.  the 
appellation  oi  clicvraux  de  fri.te,  being 
compofed  of  tianlvtrfe  bcam«,  lirmly 
ijnitcvl,  pointer;  in  vaiiouf  divcdiori*, 
and  Itrongiy  neaded  with  iron.  Thefe 
were  ot  it.ch  a  Wviglit  and  llmigin,  and 
lunk  ill  Uicii  .*  depth  ot  water,  as  rendc- 
re.i  tl’.eri  v(ji;r.Viy  vbiricnU  lo  he  weighed 
(»i  cut  through,  ciTtii  (leilrudivc  to  any 
Ihip  fiat  had  the  niisioi  nue  'f  ftriking 
againlt  tium.  Ko  .ittempr  for  raifing 
them,  or  ftir  openinfi  tlie  channel  in  any 
manner  c  lulil,  I  owevrr,  be  made,  until 
the  conurand  d’  the  ll.oics  on  both  iidcs 
VMS  fully  obt.ii.icd. 

Aboni  tiller  miles  lower  down  the 
river,  th'*y  h.id  finik  other  ranges  of  ihtfc 
machine.^,  and  were  coiillrnding  for 
trieir  piotfdmn  fimie  conO.dcrablt  and 
exten'ive  works,  whiih,  tiiongh  not  yet 
Hiiiliied,  were  in  Inc'n  lorwardnefs  as  to 
be  provided  with  ariiilerv,  and  to  com- 
niaiid  llicir  objed,  at  a  place  the  jer* 
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fey  fide  called  Billing’s  Point.  Thcfc 
works  and  machines  were  further  fup- 
ported  by  feveral  gallies  mounting  heavy 
cannon,  together  with  two  doating  bat¬ 
teries,  a  number  of  armed  vclfcU  and 
fmall  craft  of  various  kinds,  and  foine 
fire  Jhipa.  1h  a  word,  the  Delaware 
fecmeii  to  teem  with  every  dcfenfivc  pre¬ 
paration,  which  could  render  the  hollilc 
operations  and  movements  of  a  Rcct,  in 
the  co!»fined  and  uncertain  navigation  of 
a  river,  extremely  dangerous. 

Upon  the  reprefentation  of  Captain 
Hammond  of  the  Roebuck,  who  with 
(t^me  »)tl\er  fliips  of  ivar  had  arrived  in 
the  Delaware  before  I^ord  Ilowe,  the 
(idiieral  detached  tv^o  regiments,  conlif- 
ting  of  three  battalions,  under  Colonel 
Siirling,  lo  dillodgt  the  enemy  from  B.l- 
lin^sfort.  Fhe  detachment  having  crof- 
fed  the  river  from  Cheflcr,  where  the 
lliipi  lay,  performed  the  fervice  elfedlnally 
without  lofs  or  oppofilion.  The  enemy, 
[0(5f.  I.]  without  wailing  to  be  attac¬ 
ked,  a^foon  as  they  heard  of  their  ap¬ 
proach,  immediately  fpiked  their  artil¬ 
lery,  tet  lire  to  tite  bitracks,  and  aban¬ 
doned  the  place  with  the  grcatell  preci- 
pitilif>ii.  The  detaenment  waited  to 
ilcltroy,  or  to  render  unfcrviceablr,  thofc 
parts  of  the  works  which  fronted  the  ri 
ver.  This  furcefs,  with  the  fpirit  a»ivl 
perfeverance  exhibited  by  tlic  officers  and 
^crews  of  the  lliips  under  his  command, 
enabled  Captain  Ifammond,  tlirough 
great  diffiriiltiet*,  and  a  vigorous  oppo- 
iiiion  from  the  marine  force  of  the  ene¬ 
my,  to  carry  the  principal  object  of  the 
expedition  into  efleCf,  by  culling  away 
a'ld  wciidiing  up  fi)  nuicli  of  Uie  rhe- 
vr.iUK-tle-frizc,  as  opened  a  narrow  and 
ilitucub  p alfage  for  the  Ihipe  through  this 
iuwer  harrier. 

Upon  the  return  of  the  detachment 
from  JerlVy,  another  regiment  was  lent 
to  meet  them  at  Chcfler,  in  order  that 
tney  iniglit  altogellier  form  a  (ulficicnt 
elci.rl  tor  a  large  convoy  of  provilions  to 
•  !<c  camp.  The  army  lay  Hill  at  Gtr- 
inan-lov*ii,  a  very  long  and  conlidcrable 
village,  about  half  a  dozen  miles  from 
I’liiladelphi:!,  and  which,  ftretching  on 
both  fidcs  of  the  great  road  to  the  north- 
Nvard,  forms  a  continued  ftreet  of  two 
ndles  in  lengtli.  The  line  ot  cncamp- 
lacnt  crollcd  German-town  at  right 
angles  about  the  center,  tlie  left  wing 
extending  on  th*'  well  from  the  town  to 
tiir  Schuylkill,  That  wing  was  coveicd 
in  front  by  the  mouHlcd  and  ditiBounUJ

Germ.iM  chafleurs ;  a  battalion  of  li^ht 
infantry,  and  the  Queen’s  Amcdcai 
Rangcis,  w'erc  in  the  front  of  the  tight  | 
and  the  40th  regiment,  witli  another 
battalion  of  light  infantiy,  were  pofledi 
at  the  held  of  the  village.  Lord  Corn¬ 
wallis  lay  at  Philadelphia,  with  four  b.ii-  * 
talions  of  grenadiers  ;  and  we  have  al¬ 
ready  fecn,  that  three  regiments  bad 
been  detached  on  the  lide  ot  Che  Iter. 

I'lie  enemy  were  encamped  at  Skip- 
pach  Creek,  about  milei  from  Gtr-- 
man  town.  U'hey  had  received  fomc 
rcinio’-cemcnts,  and  they  were  not  igno¬ 
rant  llvit  the  royal  army  was  weakened 
by  tb.e  detachments  it  had  m  ule  lo  Phi¬ 
ladelphia  and  ’Chcller.  Thefc  circum- 
llances  induced  an  cnterpii/.e,  little  ex¬ 
pected,  and  feemingly  as  little  luiled  i® 
the  general  cauticUi,  and  to  the  fnppofrtl 
genius  and  difpolition  of  \\*albingtnn% 
Inflcad  of  Ihunning,  as  ufual,  cverf 
thing  that  might  lead  to  an  action,  the 
American  army  quitted  its  (Irong  port  at 
Skippach  Creek  at  fix  in  the  evening,  and 
marched  all  night  to  fus  prize  and  attack^ 
the  royal  army  in  its  camp  at  German¬ 
town. 

About  three  o’clock  in  the  morr.ine 
rOCt.  4  ]  their  approacli  was  difcoverca 
by  the  patrolcs,  and  the  army  was  icn- 
inediateiy  called  to  arms.  They  began 
their  attack  upon  the  40th  regiment,  and 
the  battalion  of  light  infantry  by  wliicli 
it  was  accompanied.  Thefc  corps,  after 
a  vigorous  rcfidance,  being  at  lengtli 
overpowered  by  numbers,  were  prclicd 
and  purfued  into  the  village.  In  thi« 
exigence,  a  meafurc  upon  which  much 
of  the  future  fortune  of  the  day  depen¬ 
ded,  was  inftantly  and  happily  adopted 
by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Mufgrave,  who 
threw  hiinlclf  with  fix  companies  of  the 
V4oth  regiment  into  a  large  and  llron^ 
Itonc  houfe,  which  lay  full  in  the  trout 
of  llic  enemy. 

By  this  meafurc  they  were  checked  ia 
their  forward  hope  and  dchgo  of  gaining 
complete  and  immediate  poflrflion  of 
that  long  town  ;  w'hich,  among  other 
great  and  obvious  advantages,  would 
have  enabled  them  cffedually  to  feparaic 
the  right  and  left  wings  of  the  royal  ar¬ 
my.  The  Colonel  and  his  brave  party, 
furroiHided  by  a  whole  brigade,  and  at¬ 
tacked  c-  every  fide,  with  great  refo-- 
lution  defended  the  houfe  with  the  moll- 
undaunted  courage;  and  though  the  ene¬ 
my  at  length  brouglit  cannon  up  to  the 
af.auit,  die  flill  maintained  hit  pod  witli 
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tqiial  intrcpillity,  pouring  a  dreadful  and 
uiicealiiig  lire  throuj^li  ll»e  windows,  un- 
lii  .ifrairs  hVd  taken  Inch  a  tmn  as  affor¬ 
ded  Itim  relief. 

Till*  was  accompliflied  by  Major  Ge¬ 
neral  Circy,  \v)n>  bringing  the  Iront  of  a 
gre.it  pait  <if  ibe  Lft  wing  by  a  timely 
movement  to  i)»e  villige,  led  on  three 
battalions  of  the  3d  biigade,  who  attae- 
ked  tl  c  enemy  wiih  vigour,  and  were  «s 
br.'vtiy  I tippiii lc»^l  and  Iccioulekl  by  bri- 
g.'iUJr;  t>en“ral  Agnrw,  at  tlic  head  ('f 
llic  4  U  biigude.  'I'ihe  engagement  w.Hb 
ii4*w  Ibr  fome  lime  veiy  warm;  but  t!ie 
cneiny  being  aiiaei.ed  on  the  i‘j*p»hiie 
bile  i  f  tlie  Milage  by  two  legimenl*  of 
the  liyj't  wing,  wcic  thrown  into 
ddiUi’.vr,  and  tbiveii  out  ot  the  town 
v\nii  i'oiilitlerable  llaugliter. 

in  the  n  ean  time,  the  light  infantry 
and  plekc?;.  ot  tlic  right  wing,  liipported 
by  the  4lh,  and  fiCimdcd  by  I  tie  49!}! 
regime!.:,  weic  warmly  cng.i*cd  witli 
tl.e  enemy’u  Ufi  ;  but  General  Grey,  af¬ 
ter  foreii.g  their  troops  la  the  villag<*,  lu- 
ving  palled  it,  and  bringing  the  lelt  wing 
iv.rwaul.  tlicy  immeiliaUly  retired  on  all 
lides.  'I'lio  enemy  was  purfnetl  for  fomc 
miles;  but  the  uonnliy  beir.-:  wjcdy, 
Hremg,  and  cjiele/fed,  I  lie  ])nib:it  w  as  al- 
lended  wnii  fo  iiuU  efi^eH.  lhat  they'  car¬ 
ried  their  cannon  clear  olf.  J.okI  Corn¬ 
wallis  an  »veil  uiih  a  lijuailrvin  tif  bant- 
hoi  !e  liom  bhlhielelp'na,  towar.ls  the 
dole  <if  the  engagement,  and  iciueil  in  tne

■  It  appeavi  thrd  the  morning  was  (x- 
retdingly  foggy,  to  which  tire  Ameri¬ 
cans  (who  had  a  conlideiable  luece’s  m 
the  bt ginning  of  the  r.ytioiO  .attiibuleJ 
their  not  improving  ;he  advantages  they 
at  full  gained,  in  tiie  ina:ii4.r  v. hCli 
they'  wt»n!d  oth.crwile  have  ilone.  l'..r 
they  weie  in»t  «.n!y,  as  tiny  alfeit,  thro* 
this  cireumltanec,  prevenUM  bom 
ving  tlie  true  lit  nation  of  the  cn^my,  l.y 
wbieh  the  latter  imdlime  to  rt  cviver  irt.m 
thectieCt  »»!  the  Ihit  imprelilon  they  h  nl 
made  on  them  ;  but  the  d'fleient  botli.  3 
cd  their  own  army  were  kept  in  igno- 
lancc  of  each  other’s  moveifci.t*  a. id 
luiceff,  and  were  coiiletpiently  incansbie 
of  acting  in  coi.cert.  It  even  laid,  that 
fame  of  their  parl.e#;  in  the  ll.ichuel*  of 


the  fog,  had  poured  Ihcir  fire  upon  eacll 
other,  under  a  blind  miltake  on  both 
fidcs  of  being  engaged  wilii  the  enemy. 
VVafhington  paid  great  compliments  to 
the  right  wing  for  its  good  behaviour, 
of  which  he  ha<l  been  a  witnefs  ;  but  iic 
left  the  condudt  of  the  left,  at  lealt, 
doubtful,  by  faying  that  he  had  not 
vet  received  fniTicient  information  to 
found  any  op’nio  1  on  it. 

The  lofs  of  tne  royal  army  in  this  ac 
tion,  including  the  wountleil  and  a  ftve 
priloncifi,  rather  exceeded  that  at  the 
lirandyw'inc,  the  whole  amounting  to 
535  ;  but  the  proportion  of  llain  was  fiill 
Imaller  than  in  that  engagement,  and 
fcarcely  exceeded  70.  In  this  iiumbtr 
were  mdnpjfily  fome  very  brave  and  dif- 
lingaillicd odiccis;  particularly  brigadier- 
general  Agnewy  and  I/ieiitenaiit-colo- 
ncl  Bird,  'i'hc  number  t)f  officers  wanm- 
iled  was  coniidcrablc.  d'he  American 
b)fs  was  eftimated,  in  the  Gazette,  at  be¬ 
tween  aco  and  300  llain,  wounded, 
and  above  400  prifoners.  Among  the 
flain  w  as  General  Nafli,  and  fcvcral  other 
i  fficers  of  all  ranks;  54  officers  weic  taken 
prifoners.  In  this  aCiion  the  Americans 
TtCted  upon  tlic  ofienrivc;  and  though  re- 
pu’.fed  with  lofs,  Ihewetl  thciVifclveG  a 
formidable  adverfaiy,  capable  of  char¬ 
ging  w  ith  relulutioii,  and  retreating  with 
good  order,  'i'he  hope  theicfi.rc  enter- 
trt.iK  di  li  vir.i  tl'.e  ( fieCt  of  any  fair  aCtion*^ 
wntlithem  as  (ieebive,  aiid  liktly'  to  put  a 
fpeedy  tcrnv.nction  to  the  war,  was  cx- 
teedinglv  ai.-ifrd.

There  arc  feveral  reafons  for  this  una¬ 
voidable  inconvenience  :  tlic  firft  is,  that 
tlic  conftituent  principles  of  our  opi¬ 
nions  are  always  made  up  of  voluntary 
combinations  of  ideas ;  and  therefore 
the  opinions  themfelves  muft  necelfarily 
be  liable  to  a  vaguenefs  of  interpretation, 

I  that  may  eafily  be  diftorted  into  contra- 
l  riety  and  inconfiftency.  The  fecoiid  is, 

:  that  the  terms  in  which  thefe  opinions  are 
[  conveyed,  are  obnoxious  to  an  arbitrary 
f  explanation  ;  no  one  perfon  can  cftablifti 
a  definition  in  which  all  mankind  muft 
[  concur,  nor  annex  meanings  to  com¬ 
plex  notions,  which  (hall  be  received 
with  the  implicit  obedience  of  an  oracu- 
I  lar  decifion.  The  third  and  greateft 
I  fonree  of  this  uncandid  heterodoxy  con- 
i  fifts  in  this,  that  there  arc  feveral  cer¬ 
tainties  which  do  not  admit  of  demon- 
j  ftration.  The  mind  feels  their  trutli, 
j  but  feels  at  the  fame  time  a  total  incapa- 
j  city  to  prove  it ;  when  this  confeiouf- 
I  nefs  is  referred  to,  as  in  moral  reafoning 
I  it  frequently  muft,  your  difingenuous  op- 
I  ponent  lies  under  no  compulfion  to  con- 
tefs,  but  has  it  in  his  power  boldly  to 
alTert  againft  the  united  evidence  of  all 
his  fenfes. 

*  It  was  under  the  influence  of  this  dif- 
pofition.and  bythe  help  of  thefe  inevitable 
fiailries  in  our  faculties  of  reafoning, 

I  that  Hobbes  was  firft  led  to  promulgate  his 
j  fpecious  fallacy.  In  all  our  affections  he 
found  a  tinCture  of  inftinClivc  partiality 
to  ourfelves ;  and  as  this  partiality  ad¬ 
mitted  but  of  two  poftible  modifications, 
ihofc  of  intereft  and  fear,' he  concluded 
that  thefe  two  principles  were  the  foie 
fourccs  of  every  human  aiflion. — But  ad¬ 
mitting  the  truth  of  this  deduction,  what 
has  he  gained  by  it  ?  It  was  his  defign 
to  reduce  the  value  <  humanity,  and  to 
link  mankind  into  lowcfl  tftimation 
with  themfelves.  "  ^  to  liave  accom- 
pliih.d  ^effect,  ‘'^.zht  firft  to  have 
proved,  that  inU..  v  -  i  fear  were  paf* 
linns  in  all  fituationf>,'"and  in  every  de¬ 
gree  abjeCl  and  difgracWul.  lie  has  efta- 
blifhcd  no  fuch  premile.  It  was  not  even 
in  his  power,  armed  as  he  was  with  all 
the  artillery  of  fophiftry,  to  detcCl  any 
thing  mean  or  criminal  in  the  intereft  a 
man  feels  for  his  friend’s  profperiiy,  or 
in  the  fear  which  he  difplayg,  by  a  fym-

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pathetic  anticipation  of  this  friend’s  mif- 
fortuncs. 

The  fubtle  abfurditics  advanced  by 
this  gentleman  were,  in  all  iiuman  like¬ 
lihood,  the  refult  of  no  other  caufc  than 
literary  vanity, and  the  pride  of  puizling  | 
yet  they  were  ftill  Icfs  outre  than  thofc 
produced  by  his  fucceftbr,  Mr  Berkley. 
This  author  has  exhibited  a  moft  invin* 
ciblc  argument  for  the  neceflity  of  fome- 
times  confiding  in  our  perceptions,  even 
where  demouftration  is  impraClicable  ; 
for  no  man,  at  Icaft  no  one  that  ever  I 
have  heard  of,  has  perfeOly  been  able  to 
Ihew,  theoretically,  the  fallacy  of  hi5  prin¬ 
ciple,  that  matter  doci  not  ex  it  ;  and 
yet  a  very  fair  imputation  would  lie  a- 
gainft  the  fanity  of  the  perfoh  who 
ihould  venture  to  concur  in  it. 

A  writer  of  equal  ingenuity  with  the 
above-named  authors,  but  of  equal  he- 
terodoxys  fome  tituc  ago  appeared  in 
Spain.  Father  Hfjott  the  name  of  tliis 
fenfible  foeptift,  in  fome  of  his  ell'iys,  has 
endeavoured  to  prove,  that  the  love  of 
our  country  is  an  ideal  virtue,  never  found 
actually  exiftiiig  on  earth.  He  queftions 
the  motives  in  all  thofc  fiibllme  efforts  of 
apparent  paMiotifm,  which  exalted  the 
Greek  and  Roman  heroes,  and  fays  it 
was  ambition  only,  and  a  regard  fvir  poft- 
humoiis  reputation,  which  piecipitated 
Curtins  into  the  pit,  and  induced  R^gulus 
to  fubmit  to  the  ignominious  horror  of  an 
iron  cage. 

In  anfvver  to  this  I  would  fay,  that  it 
has  been  eftablifhed  by  the  unanimous 
tcftimony  of  authors,  that  there  is  nd 
paliion,  in  the  human  compofition,  fa 
ftroiig  as  fear.  It  is,  1  thinks  equally  cer¬ 
tain,  that  there  is  no  poftible  event  which 
fo  Itrongly  puts  this  palliort  into  aClion» 
as  the  apprehenfion  of  death.  Is  it  then 
poftible  that  man’s  ftrongeft  feeling  when 
excited  too  in  the  ftrongeft  degree,  cart 
be  repreifed  by  a  weaker  one  ?  Ambi¬ 
tion  is  confeflcdly  lefs  potent  than  fear, 
and  the  effeCti  of  fear  can  never  there¬ 
fore  be  folcly  prevented  by  a m hi  1  ion. 
To  this  it  may,  perhaps,  be  objeCled,  if 
fear  lulvc  fo  powerful  an  agency  in  the 
human  machine,  how  came  il  that  it 
did  not  operate  as  an  impediment  to  the 
heroifm  of  Reguhs  and  Ctirtius  ?  To 
this  I  reply,’  that  all  our  affedliuns  are^ 
in  a  degree,  fubjc^l  to  the  dominion  of 
reafon,  and  that  paftion  may  generally 
be  corrected  by  principle.

Uanftun  me,  aiul  take  my  word 
you  iliall  lofe  nothing  by  it.**  Sncli  a 
rtMpieft  from  a  flave  in  chains  was  not 
common  ;  but  the  manner  in  which  it 
was  dclivercil  (Iniek  the  Frenchman  fo 
much,  that  he  immediately  turned  to 
the  Captain  of  the  privateer,  and  alked 
V  hat  he  demanded  for  his  ranfom.  lie 
nnfwcicd  a  thonfand  lVquins,(near  500 1.)

'flii  'll  Ofman  delivefed  liimfelf,  anil  the 
Ihrinini;  ingennoufnefs,  together  with  the 
r.r.guLirity  of  tlie  circumiaiices,  wrought 
f'lcli  an  ttlVd  upon  Arnaud,  that  he  rc- 
tui  rcd  immediately  on  bv>ard  tlic  Spanilh 
vi  del  ;  and  agreed  witii  the  Captain  for 
lii  hundred  fequins,  wliich  he  paid  as  the 
price  of  Ofman’s  liberty.  After  this  he 
put  him  on  board  a  vcfTel  of  his  own, 
wlitre  he  provided  him  with  a  furgeon, 
and  every  thing  neeCTary  for  his  enter- 
t.iinrnent  and  cure,  la  a  fliort  time  he 
was  out  of  danger. 

Ofman  had  mentioned  to  his  benefac¬ 
tor,  that  he  might  write  to  Coiiftanti- 
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noplc  for  the  money  he  had  advanced  ; 
but,  finding  hiinfcU  in  the  hands  of  n 
man  who  had  trullcd  fo  much  to  his  ho¬ 
nour,  he  was  emboldened  to  alk  him 
another  favour,  which  was  to  leave  the 
payment  of  the  ranlom  entirely  to.  him. 
Arnauil  diftinguiflied,  that,  in  fuch  a 
cafe,  things  were  not  to  be  done  by 
halves  ;  he  thcrclore  not  only  agreed  to 
the  propofai  with  a  good  grace,  but  cn- 
Iruftcd  him  with  the  fljip  in  which  he 
had  been  liuiged,  and  Ihcwcd  him  every 
other  mark  of  gcncrolity  and  fiicndlhip. 
AccoTvlingly  Gfinan,  as  fonn  as  he  w’as  in 
a  condition,  let  out  again  upon  his  voyage 
in  this  vcfTcl. 

The  French  colours  now  protc^lcd 
hirii  from  the  privateers.  In  a  fiioit 
lime  he  reached  Damietta,  and  failed  up 
the  Nile  to  Cairo.  No  fooncr  was  he 
arrived  there  than  he  delivered  a  thou- 
faiid  llqains  to  the  maflvi*  of  the  veilll, 
to  be  paid  to  his  bencfac‘tor  Arnaud,  to- 
getiicr  with  fume  ricli  furs,  and  live  hun¬ 
dred  crowns,  as  a  prefent  for  hiinfclf. 
lie  executed  the  orders  of  the  Sultan  his 
mailer,  with  the  Baihaw  of  Cairo,  and, 
fetting  out  for  Conltantinople,  was  him- 
Itlf  the  firll  who  brought  tnc  news  of  his 
llavery. 

11  is  fenfe  of  the  favour  that  had  been 
done  to  him,  and  the  generous  circiirn- 
llances  of  it,  was  not  confined  to  the  fir  ft 
emotions  of  gratitude  :  during  the  whole 
com  fe  of  his  life,  he  did  not  ceafe,  by 
letters  and  other  acknowledgments,  to 
teftify  the  deep  imprcflion  it  had  made 
upon  him. 

In  September  1731,  Topal  Ofman  was 
advanced  to  the  dignity  of  Grand  Vizir, 
which,  though  perhaps  the  higheft  that 
any  fnhjed  in  the  world  enjoys,  is  always 
dangerous,  and  was  then  fo  in  a  particu¬ 
lar  degree,  lie  no  fooner  arrived  at 
Conflantinople,  to  take  pofTeflion  of  his 
new  dignity,  than  he  lent  for  the  French 
Amlxfikdor,  ami  defired  him  to  write  to 
Malta,  and  let  his  old  bencfadlor  know  of 
his  advancement  ;  and  that  he  IhouM 
haHen  to  Conltantinople,  while  things 
remained  in  the  prefent  lituation  ;  ad-* 
ding,  that  a  Grand  Vizir  fcldom  kept 
long  in  his  ftation. 

In  the  mwntli  of  January  1732,  Ar-  • 
naud,  with  his  fon,  arrived  at  Confianti- 
nople  from  Malta,  bringing  with  him  va¬ 
riety  of  prefents,  and  twelve  Tu«k«, 

’  whom  he  had  ranfomed  from  flivciy.

A  remarkable  FoaasT  in  Normandy. 

HE  Society  for  the  encouragement 
of  arts,  icc,  having  recommended 
the  planting  of  trees,  1  hope  the  follow¬ 
ing  account  of  a  very  remarkable  foreft 
ill  Normandy,  will  be  acceptable  to 
them,  and  of  ufe  to  the  public. 

This  foreft  is  iituated  about  two  mil^s 
from  St  Loe,  leading  to  the  bilhoprie 
of  Bayeaux,  extends  about  four  miles,  and 
aboumds  with  very  old  oaks  of  a  very 
large  circumference,  tho’  but  of  a  mode¬ 
rate  height ;  but  in  one  part  of  it,  near 
the  entrance  from  St  Loe,  there  is  a 
plantation  of  about  twenty-five  years 
old,  which  have  run  up  to  an  incredible 
height,  fome  of  the  trees  being  loc  feet, 
and  none  of  them  are  under  IVventy  :  I 
believe  the  plantation  of  thefe  trees  to  be 
one  of  the  greateft  curiofities  in  Europe, 
apd  that  the  manner  of  it  will  be  worthy 
the  attention  of  the  fociety  in  thdr  lau^ 
d^ble  zeal  for  propagating  the  vegeta¬ 
tion  of  trees ;  they  are  planted  very  near 
to  each  other,  and  in  all  appearance  feem 
to  touch  each  other ;  they  are  ru>t  above 
four  or  five  inches  in  diameter }  but  there 
is  not  an  inch  of  ground  loft;  and  1  am 
apt  to  think  the  weight  of  timber  grown 
is  triple  to  that  produced  in  the  common 
manner ;  thefe  trees  are  of  great  ufe  for 
hope-poles,  and  the  thatchings  of  barns, 
hovels,  and  the  making  of  charcoal.  Trees 
planted  in  this  manner  would  give  four 
cropi  of  timber  in  loo  years,  befides 
thofe  that  might  be  fold  out  in  their  in¬ 
fancy  to  fumilh  other  plantations  of  the 
fame  kind.

both  in  their  diet  and  pcjMlions  (it  mnft 
be  re  me  inhered,  that  1  fpcak  of  thofe 
tribes  who  have  little  cotnmnnicatioa 
witii  Europeans)  ;  that  they  withftand, 
uitii  unexampled  patience,  the  attacks  of 
hnn^'er,  oi  the  inclemency  of  the  feafons, 
and.  elleem  the  graiilieation  of  their  ap- 
pehU'b  hut  as  a  fecondsry  coidide’  atio!i, 

“  We  fhall  likewife  fee  them  fociable 
and  humane  to  thofe  whom  they  confider 
as  their  friends,  and  ever,  to  their  adopted 
enemies  ;  and  ready  to  partake  with  them 
of  the  lafl  morfel,  or  to  riik  their  lives  in 
their  defence. 

“  In  contradicflion  to  the  report  of  ma¬ 
ny  other  travellers,  all  of  which  have 
b.*en  tiiiiftured  with  prejudice,  I  can  af 
iVrt,  th^t  notwithrtanding  the  appare«tt 
indiftVrence  with  whjch  an  Indian  meets 
bis  wife  and  chihlrcn  after  a  long  .ab* 
fence,  an  indilference  proceeding  rather 
from  enftom  than  infenfihilily,  he  is  not 
unmindnil  of  the  claims  either  of  connu¬ 
bial  or  parental  tendernefs. 

“  Accuflomed  from  their  youth  to  in* 
numerable  hardihips,  they  foon  become 
biperior  to  a  ft  nle  of  danger  or  the  dread 
of  death;  and  their  fortiuide,  ift*piantt<l 
by  nature,  and  nurtured  by  example,  by 
precept,  and  accident,  never  experiences 
a  moment's  allay. 

“  'I'hough  nothfnl  and  inactive  whibt 
their  ftore  of  provifion  remains  unexhanf- 
tvd,  and  their  foes  are  at  a  diftancc,  they 
are  inderatigable  and  perfevering  in  piir* 
fijit  of  their  game,  or  in  circumventing 
their  enemies. 

If  they  are  artftil  and  defigning,  and 
rca<ly  to  take  every  advantage,  if  they  arc 
cool  ai)d  deliberate  in  their  councils,  and 
cautions  in  the  extreme  either  of  difeo- 
vering  their  feutiments,  or  of  revealing  a 
feertt, — they  might.it  the  fame  timeboafl 
of  pofTtiTiug  qualifications  of  a  more  ani- 
m.ateil  pa^ure,  of  tlic  fagacity  of  a  hound, 
the  pene'rating  fight  of  a  lynx,  the  cun¬ 
ning  of  the  fox,  the  agility  of  ^  bounding 
roe,  and  ti>e  unconquerable  fiercenefs  of 
the  tyger. 

“  In  their  public  charadlcrr,  as  form- 
ing  part  of  a  community,  they  pofTcfs  an 
attachment  for  that  bmd  to  which  they 
belong,  unknown  to  the  inhabitants  of 
any  i  ther  country.  They  combine,  as  if 
they  were  actuated  only  by  one  foul, 
rgainft  the  enemies  of  their  nation,  and* 


banilh  from  their  minds  every  confidera* 
tion  oppoUd  to  this. 

*'  They  confult  without  unncccflTary 
oppofition,  or  wdthout  giving  way  to  the 
excitements  of  envy  or  ambition,  on  the 
mc.afures  neceflary  to  be  pnrfnc<l  for  the 
deftrutition  of  thofe  who  have  drawn  oa 
themfclvefi  their  difplcafnre.  ftlfifli 

view's  ever  innuence  their  advice,  or  ol>* 
firu(5t  their  confn’tations.  N(ir  is  it  iu 
the  power  of  bribes  or  threats  to  diminifii 
the  love  they  bear  their  country. 

“  The  honour  of  their  tribe,  .and  the 
welfare  of  their  natioji,  is  the  firft  and 
molt  prcdbmin.ant  emotion  of  their 
he<arts;  and  from  hence  proceed  in 
a  great  ineafure  all  tiieir  virtues  ami 
their  vices.  Aduated  by  this,  they 
brave  every  danger,  endure  the  mod  ex- 
quifiic  torments,  and  expire  trluniphing 
in  their  fortitude,  not  a.s  a  pcrfbnal  quali¬ 
fication,  but  as  a  national  chara^erif- 
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From  thence  alfo  flow^  that  ir.fiiti.able 
revenge  towauls  thofe  with  whom  they 
are  at  w.ar,  and  all  the  confeqnent  hor¬ 
rors  that  tliTgracc  their  name.  Their  tin*

— That  the  force 
or  intcnfity  of  found  dccrcnfes  in  the  du¬ 
plicate  ratio  as  the  diflances  increafe.— 
That  found  is  audible  at  virious  diftances 
according  to  its  own  intcnfity,  .and  other 
concomitant  circumflances,  which  being 
'various  and  numerous,  the  utmoft  limits 
are  not  known,  but  that  the  firing  of  can¬ 
non  has  been  heard  at  the  difta  ice  of  200 
miles.— That  the  velocity  of  found  is 
about  1142  feet  in  a  fecond,  varying  a 
very  little  fram  this  number,  cither  more 
or  lefs,  according  to  winds,  heat,  and 
<  '*ld,  Scr. — That  the  mean  velocity  of 
the  wind  is  from  10  to  15  miles  an  hour, 
ami  that  the  grealeft  velocity  hardly  ex- 
creds  60  :  While  that  of  fonnd  is  near 
800  miles  in  the  fame  time.  So  different 
are  the  two  motions.

The  next  part  treats  of  reflex  founds 
dr  echnci>.

As  reflex 
founds  fly  wnth  the  fame  velocity  as  the 
director  primitive  ones,  he  remarf*  an 
cafy  meth(Kl  of  determining  the  difiance 
t  f  an  objei^t  from  the  lime  in  which  it 
returns  .»  found  :  thus,  MrDcrham,  from 
the  fide  of  the  river  Thames,  found  the 
e:h{)  of  his  voice  returned  from  an  ob¬ 
ject  on  the  oppolitc.bank  in  three  fcconds 
of  timr  ;  thcrctore  found  flew  twice  tlie 
breadth  of  the  river  in  three  fecomis,  or 
once  the  breadth  in  three  half  feconds ; 
hence  three  halves  of  1 14a,  that  is,  1713 
feet  was  the  breadth  of  ihe  river  at  that 
place. — He  then  concludes  this  part  with 
an  enumeration  of  many  fnnilar  laws  or 
obferved  between  found  and  light, 
flicwing  the  great  analogy  cxifting  be¬ 
tween  them. 

To  the  foregoing  parts  is  fubjoined  sn 
Appendix,  containing  the  47th  and  49tli. 
pronofitions  of  the  ad  book  of  Sir  IHac 
Newton’s  Principia,  relating  to  the  mo¬ 
tion  of  found,  with  fomc  explanatory 
notes. 

I.aftly,  we  find  large  illuftrations  of  alt 
the  foregoing  parts  of  the  work.  I’iicfc 
confift  chiefly  of  cxtra(5t3  from  the  many 
authors  who  have  written  on  the  fubjedls 
here  treated  of ;  and  the^  art*  adduced  as 
proof,  or  as  expUnations  of  the  corre- 
fponding  theorems  and  doctrine*  laid 
down  in  the  work,  and  w'hich  refpec- 
tivcly  refer  to  tiiem  for  that  purpofe. 

Such  is  the  out- line  of  this  perfor¬ 
mance  ;  in  which  Mr  Hales  does  not  pre¬ 
tend  to  Hew  difeoveries  in  the  fubje^t  ; 
but  founds  the  merit  of  it  in  having  col¬ 
lected  the  fevcral  doCtrincs  together,  and 
digefied  them  into  an  elementary  and 
fyltematical  form  for  the  ufe  of  young 
iiudents.
